torneys will be held today and it isJ 
believed that they will order the ar- • 
rests of more councilmen immediaur-j 
ly. Just how many arrests are likely 
is still a matter of conjecture, but it 
is generally believed that the num­ 
ber will not be less than 22.

includes select as well as common 
councilmen.
